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Cherwell considers compensation bid as 36,000 letters are recalled 


TAX BILLS 
BLUNDER 


COUNCIL bosses are taking legal 
advice after the company that handles 
its council tax bills had to recall 
36,000 letters. 

Cherwell District Council could make a 
compensation claim after the firm behind its

£705,000-a-year deal - to run its revenues 
and benefit services - made the error. 

About half the district's bills had to be 
recalled because there was a faulty barcode 
or incorrect information about names and 
payments. 

Capita - which runs the service 
for the council - will pick up 
replacement costs. 

Council spokesman 
Jemma Callow said: "Part 
way through the mailing 
process a data fault was 
identified, which led to a 
series of errors on the bills. 

"These include errors 
with names, payment and 
installment figures as well 
as inactive barcode 
information. The barcode is 
required for bill payment at 
PayPoint and Post Office 
facilities." 

She said: "Those residents 
who have received incorrect 
information will have the first 
bill invalidated and a 

replacement bill 
containing the 
correct 

information 
will be 
issued 
shortly.

"For those residents who have not 
currently received a bill, only the correct 
bill will be issued." 

She said the fault lay in printing by Capita 
and the information held by the council was 
correct, meaning actual payments would 
not be affected. 

She said: "Cherwell District Council 
apologises for any inconvenience caused to 
residents and would like to stress that the 
costs of re-issuing these bills will be met by 
the external service provider and not at the 
expense of the taxpayer." 

She said: "With regards to compensation, 
we are considering our legal options." 

Capita took over a range of the council's 
revenues and benefits "back-office 
functions" in February 2010. Its contract 
runs until January 201 7. 

Sean Woodcock, the Conservative-run 
council's Labour group spokesman, said: "It 
doesn't inspire me with confidence. 

"We would want to make sure that the 
council taxpayer doesn't lose out. It is quite 
a basic error." 

He said: "Our view tends to be things are 
better when they are running in-house. 

"Outsourcing tends to be the way things 
have gone recently. The least we can expect 
when councils do outsource, is that the 
company gets it right." 

Capita spokesman Caroline Mooney said: 
"Capita has taken immediate action and 
revised bills are being sent to customers. 

"We would like to apologise for any 
inconvenience and confusion that has been 
caused."

skydive to raise money for research into disease 


Fundraising salute 
to a cancer victim 


A GRIEVING family is 
raising awareness — and 
cash for research — into a 
"silent killer". 

Just before Christmas, Denise 
McLeese, 63, went to see her 
doctor because she had pains 
in her abdomen. 

Nine weeks later, just days 
after doctors confirmed she had 
ovarian cancer, the 
grandmother-of-four died. 

Next month, her 31-year-old 
daughter, Gemma Allen, plans 
to skydive from 13,000ft to 
raise cash in her mother's name 
for research into the disease 
that has left her family 
devastated. 

Mrs Allen, of Russet Road, 
Ardley, said: "She was like the 
glue to the family. Now we can 
see how much we took for 
granted and how much she 
held the family together. 

"It's hard trying to come to 
terms with what's happened. 

"She would do anything for 
anybody. She was very homely,

very family orientated." 

Mum-of-three Mrs Allen, a 
call handler for the South 
Central Ambulance Service, 
said her mother's GP told her 
tests showed she had cancer, 
but a scan and biopsy would 
confirm it. 

She said: "It was confirmed 
on Monday, February 1 7, and 
she died on the following 
Friday. 


"From first symptom to when 
she died was nine weeks. 

"I had never heard of it 
happening so quickly. The 
doctors did say it had been 
growing for a while and it was 
aggressive." 

As well as raising money, 

Mrs Allen wants to raise 
awareness of the symptoms of 
the disease. 

She said: "With what 
happened to mum it has made 
me scared of how things can 
change so quickly. 


"It's known as the silent 
killer - there's no screening or 
testing available. 

"The symptoms can be just 
common abdominal pains. It's 
just scary." 

Mrs Allen had decided to do 
the skydive just after her mum 
was diagnosed with cancer and 
had hoped she would be 
watching her from the ground. 

Mrs McLeese leaves husband 
Dennis, 67, another daughter, 
Sara McLeese, and an eight- 
year-old grandson, Finley. 

She had retired a few years 
ago after working for Oxfam for 
more than 20 years. 

Mrs Allen will jump at 
Hinton Airfield, on Saturday, 
April 12, and will be cheered 
on by her husband Kevin, 38, 
and children Ellie, 11, Keira, 
nine, and Riley, four. 

So far, Mrs Allen has raised 
almost £1,600.

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Bouncer 
denies 
strip club 
rape claim 

A BOUNCER, accused of raping a 
woman in a Banbury strip club, has 
denied the complainant was feeling 
sick when he met her. 

Ali Kacani, 32, of Lidsey Road, 
Banbury, denies two counts of rape 
and one count of sexual assault, 
allegedly carried out in the early 
hours of December 29 last year. 

The man is accused of forcing 
himself on the complainant at 
around 5am, after she fell asleep in 
a toilet at the Venus nightclub. But 
he says they had consensual sex. 

On Monday he was cross- 
examined and asked why he had 
told the police "it was obvious that 
she was unwell" in a prepared 
statement read during his 
interview. 

Kacani replied that this was a 
"mistake" and earlier said the 
complainant had been "all over 
him" and had asked him for sex. 

Michael Roques, prosecuting, 
said: "You understand, don't you, 
the point that the complainant 
made to the jury right at the end of 
her evidence? 

"That any woman who has 
woken up in a nightclub, who has 
been sick through alcohol, is not 
going to want to have sex with 
somebody." 

Kacani replied: "Yes, I do 
understand that." 

The barrister added: "And you 
understand that it is very important 
to your case that you don't say she 
has been sick." 

"Yes," replied the witness, but 
insisted again that his alleged 
victim had seemed sober when he 
found her. 

The trial continues. 


World famous 
musician faces 
child sex trial 


Barrister asks for delay so 
client could finish touring 


A MUSICIAN has appeared at 
the Old Bailey accused of a 
string of historic sex crimes. 

Philip Pickett, a wind instrument 
specialist, is charged with a 
number of offences including three 
rapes and eight indecent assaults. 

The 63-year-old, who lives in 
Lyneham, is now due to face trial 
in January next year after his 
barrister pushed to delay the case 
so the musician could finish 
touring. 

Jonathan Barnard, defending, 
told the London court on Monday: 
"My client is a world famous 
musician and therefore earns his 
living on a job-to-job basis and has 
tours across the globe throughout 
the autumn - but the season slows 
down in the new year. 

"The Crown doesn't object - the 
allegations are at the latest 20 
years old and the earliest, 40 years 
old." 

Pickett worked as a freelance 
classical music teacher at the 
Guildhall School of Music and 
Drama between 1972 and 1977. 

He founded the early music 
ensembles New London Consort 
and Musicians of the Globe, and

he has also collaborated with 
members of the folk rock band 
Fairport Convention. 

He is now facing a series of 
allegations, including three charges 
of rape and one of attempted rape 
between 1974 and 1988. He is 
also accused of eight counts of 
indecent assault and one of actual 
bodily harm. 

The nine alleged female victims 
include a girl who was under 14 at 
the time of the alleged crime. 

Dressed in a dark suit as he 
stood in the dock at the Old 
Bailey, Pickett spoke only to 
confirm his name during the brief 
preliminary hearing. 

He was released on conditional 
bail, to return to the court on June 
30 and enter his pleas to the 
charges. If he denies them, he will 
face a seven-to-eight week trial, 
beginning on January 5 next year. 

The court heard Pickett was 
initially expected to stand trial in 
October - but the date was pushed 
back in order to accommodate his 
tour schedule.

■ A SCRAP metal yard worker 
has avoided jail after a shotgun, 
stun gun and pepper spray were 
found in his home. On Friday, 
Tommy Smith, of Bloxham 
Road, Bloxham, was handed a 
12-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, with 
120 hours of unpaid work. The 
37-year-old admitted two 
counts of possessing prohibited 
weapons and one count of 
having a shotgun without a 
licence. Police made the 
discovery after they had raided 
the Smiths of Bloxham 
scrapyard on March 29, 2012.

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Thames Valley Police seize more than £lm of criminal cash 


MORE than £1 m of criminal cash has 
been seized by police in the Thames 
Valley region so far this financial year. 

Since April last year, officers have 
secured 157 cash detention orders. 

In all, £1,009,357 has been seized, 
with £305,786 already forfeited through 
51 court orders. 


Det Insp Gavin Tyrrell, head of the 
Economic Crime Unit, said: "When the 
police find someone with over £1,000 in 
cash and we suspect it has come from 
crime or is going to fund crime, the 
Proceeds of Crime Act allows us to seize 
it. This year alone we have seized over 
£1 m. 


"Once the cash has been seized, 
financial investigators in the ECU carry 
out in-depth investigations into the 
finances of the individual who had the 
cash to prove its derivation, and if there 
is evidence to suggest on the balance of 
probabilities that it came from crime or 
was to be used in crime, a forfeiture 


order application will be made to a 
magistrates' court. 

"If the magistrates are satisfied that the 
cash is a product of criminal activity, it 
will be forfeited." 

He added: "This should send a clear 
warning to the criminals who harm our 
communities."

A PUB chef has stepped 
back in time to compete in 
the new series of the BBC's 
Great British Menu. 

Emily Watkins, chef and 
proprietor of the Kingham 
Plough, at Kingham, will battle 
24 top chefs from across the 
country for the honour of 
cooking a WWI-themed 
banquet to honour veterans on 
D-Day. 

The series, which begins on 
Monday, April 7, has already 
been filmed, but competitors 


are sworn to secrecy as to the 
outcome. 

Ms Watkins, who has run the 
pub with her husband, Miles 
Lampson, for seven years, said 
it was an honour to compete in 
the show for a second time. 

In last year's Comic Relief- 
themed show, she made it to 
the second round, where she 
was let down by her green eggs 
and ham starter. 

She said the big lesson she 
learned from that was "not to 
be pregnant when you're doing 


it". She has since given birth to 
her third child, Wilbur, who 
joins brother Alfie, four, and 
sister Grace, three. 

Ms Watkins, 35, said: "It is 
an incredibly high pressured 
competition. Aside from the fact 
it is televised, to be cooking 
against chefs of such high 
calibre is daunting. Throw into 
that the veteran judges and, of 
course, wanting to get through 
to the final banquet. 

"But I loved every minute of 
it. There were definitely some 


low points as well as the highs. 

"This year's brief - to honour 
the war veterans for the 70th 
anniversary of D-Day - was 
fantastic and really suited to us 
at the Kingham Plough. 

"I threw everything into the 
competition and tasted some 
delicious food from the other 
chefs. I think it should be a 
fantastic series." 

Now, in its ninth series, the 
Great British Menu gets about 
two million viewers. 

This year's competitors have 


been fighting for the chance to 
cook at a D-Day banquet at St 
Paul's Cathedral. 

Guests will include soldiers 
who fought on June 6, 1944, 
and others who served on the 
front line and the home front. 

Chefs were told their 
creations must evoke the 
wartime spirit as well as tasting 
delicious. 

Episode one will be shown 
at 7.30pm on Monday, April 7 
on BBC 2. The show will run 
every weekday for nine weeks 
with the final banquet to be 
broadcast on June 6, the 70th 
anniversary of D-Day.

Long waits at 
county A&Es 

SOME 272 people had to wait more 
than four hours to be admitted, 
transferred or discharged at county 
A&E departments in the week to 
Sunday, March 9, new figures show. 

Some 2,321 attended A&E at 
Banbury's Horton General and 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital, of 
which 633 were admitted as the most 
serious emergencies. 

It means 88.3 per cent were seen 
within four hours, against a target of 
95 per cent at the hospitals, run by 
Oxford University Hospitals NHS

Police officer accessed force's computer for victims' details 


Judge jails former PC 


over accidents scam 


A CORRUPT police 
officer, who stole and 
sold the contact details 
of car crash victims, 
has been jailed, leaving 
Thames Valley Police 
facing a fine of up to 
£500,000. 

On Wednesday of last 
week, former Oxford- 
based PC Sugra Hanif, 
was sentenced to three- 
and-a-half years behind 
bars after being found 
guilty of conspiring to 
commit misconduct in 
public office. 

Judge Andrew 
Barnett told the 27- 
year-old: “You are a 
disgrace to the uniform 
you once wore.” 

And he added: “The 
reputation of Thames 
Valley Police has been 
tarnished by your 
actions.” 

The force could now 
be fined up to £500,000 
by the Information 
Commissioner’s Office 
and faces further 
financial claims from 
5,000 people whose 
details were potentially 
breached, Winchester 
Crown Court heard. 

But officials from the 
ICO said there were no 
ongoing enquiries into 
the case. 

Prosecutor Peter 
Asteris told the 
hearing: “The actual 
size of the fine they 
face is unknown 
because the level and 
amount of data 
obtained is 
unprecedented. 
However, it could be up 
to £500,000.

“The number of 
man-hours required to 
write to nearly 5,000 
individuals, who can 
make a separate 
financial claim, will 
impact on fighting 
crime.” 

Hanif, from Bretch 
Hill, Banbury, accessed 
2,454 files on the police 
national computer 
system between April 
2011 and December 
2011. She then phoned 
644 victims and urged 
them to claim 
compensation as she 
posed as a worker from 
the car repairs 
company owned by her 
married 27-year-old 
lover Raza Khan, - who 
has been jailed for 
three years. 

The details were then 
passed to insurance 
firms, who paid 
referral fees of £600 for 
each case in a scam 
that made the couple at 
least £26,000. 

Nicholas Worsley, 
defending Hanif, told 
the court: “She was 
lovesick and blinded to 
what she was doing.” 

He added: “She is 
remorseful, depressed, 
and has been admitted 
to hospital after taking 
an overdose of 
paracetamol. 

“Her marriage will 
likely fall apart and her 
friends and family have 
fallen away. Prison will 
be particularly difficult 


for a former police 
officer.” 

But Judge Barnett, 
sentencing, told Hanif: 
“A deterrent sentence 
must be set and an 
example must be 
made.” 

Hanif has been 
sacked from the force 
following her 
conviction. 

Det Chief Supt Tim 
De Meyer, head of 
professional standards 
at the force, said: “It is 
vital that people have 
complete trust in 
Thames Valley Police 
and its officers. We are 
pleased that justice has 
been done.” 

Clive Benson, 

Thames Valley Police 
Federation secretary, 
said: “There is a degree 
of trust that officers 
are expected to uphold 
in office. Any breach of 
that trust results in 
sanction and it has 
been reflected in the 
sentence by the court. 

“What she did was 
totally unacceptable 
and we cannot have 
police officers who do 
that.” 

A confiscation 
hearing will be heard at 
a later date when the 
prosecution will try to 
reclaim the money 
made by Hanif and 
Khan.

Ringing the changes to 
help get the inactive fit

THE county's most inactive 
people will be given 
motivational phone calls 
urging them to exercise more 
- all part of a scheme using 
Lottery cash. 

People referred to Oxfordshire 
Sports Partnership will get the 
calls to boost their motivation 
and confidence, health bosses 
say. 

It is the latest bid to battle the 
bulge - after figures unveiled for 
the first time last month showed 
six in ten county residents were 
overweight or obese. 

Table tennis, walking or 
exercise for mums with 


pushchairs were among the new 
sessions being suggested for 
people who do no regular 
exercise. 

And the new pilot scheme is 
giving professionals, like GPs, 

£30 for each person they refer 
who make "positive changes" 
within 12 weeks. 

Partnership managing director 
Chris Freeman said the new work 
"would target the county's most 
inactive people". 

He added: "We have trained 
motivational interviewers who 


will spend time on the phone, 
helping to increase people's 
motivation and confidence to do 
more." 

The four interviewers would 
offer a "guiding approach rather 
than a 'telling' approach", the 
partnership said, to "help the 
person find their own solutions to 
change their behaviour". 

Exact details of what this could 
involve have not been revealed, 
nor is it clear how often people 
will receive such phone calls. 

Yet so far 45 people have been 
referred. 

The programme - backed by a 
£482,559 Lottery grant - is part 


of the county GO Active sports 
scheme of activities, set up in 
2009. Last month, it was revealed 
that NHS and council bosses 
spent about £700,000 sending 
more than 12,000 overweight 
and obese residents to diet 
groups. 

Dr Paul Roblin, of the British 
Medical Association's Oxfordshire 
local medical committee, backed 
the new phone call scheme. 

But he questioned if GPs 
should be paid for referrals, 
adding: "If a patient wants to 
refer themselves, that is a test of 
their motivation to deal with the 
problem."

• Sport England surveys found 
that the number of Oxfordshire 
people exercising at least three 
times a week rose from 26 per 
cent to 30 per cent from 2008 to 
2013. But health leaders are 
concerned that it also found 
about one in five do less than 30 
minutes moderate physical 
activity a week. 


County council forced to take obese children into care 


THREE Oxfordshire children under 16 
had to be taken into care over the last 
five years because they were morbidly 
obese, according to new figures. 

After obtaining the statistics under 
Freedom of Information laws, the Daily 
Mirror newspaper reported that 74 


children had been placed in care in 
England, Scotland and Wales in that 
period. The newspaper approached the 
206 local authorities in Britain with 
responsibility for child protection. 

It found that between 26 and 46 
morbidly obese children were taken 


into care by social services from the 
128 authorities that provided proper 
responses. 

After assessing the potential figure 
from remaining councils, the total 
number could be as many as 74 
according to the Daily Mirror.

Residents snap up recycling bins in sale 


CHERWELL residents have taken advantage of cut-price 
recycling bins, buying nearly 1,500 in just two months. 

Cherwell District Council sold enough recycling bins 
during its winter bin sale to fill three-and-a-half 
Olympic-sized swimming pools with waste. 

Throughout December 2013 and January 2014, the 
council reduced the cost of its blue recycling and brown 
food and garden waste bins to just £10 in an effort to 


encourage people to recycle. Residents bought 1,156 
new blue bins and 327 brown bins - six times as many 
bins compared to the same period the previous year. 

Nigel Morris, lead member for clean and green, said: 
"By boosting our recycling levels, we will increase 
income to the council and reduce the amount we have 
to pay to send waste to landfill, thus helping to prevent 
an increase in council tax."

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Irish backdrop to comic 
tale of stag party scrapes 


THE STAG (15, 94 mins) 
Comedy/Drama/Romance. Andrew

B oys will be buffoons in John 
Butler's raucous comedy 
about male friends who gets 
into scrapes during a stag weekend 
in rural Ireland. 

Far gentler than The Hangover 
but peppered with similar moments 
of outrageous misfortune, The Stag 
chugs along pleasantly and elicits 
wry smiles as the characters find 
themselves stark naked in a wood 
with only makeshift squirrel skin 
thongs to spare their blushes. 

Butler's script, co-written by actor 
Peter McDonald, trades in broad 
stereotypes and never threatens to 
shatter our preconceptions. 

Thus the wimp who claims "I 
can't abide U2" at the beginning of 
the film weeps openly to a ballad 
by Bono and co in the closing 
frames, and a domineering brother- 
in-law reveals chinks in his armour 
to remind us that bullies have hearts 
too. 

It's a blessing that the script 
dodges the outlandish, gross-out 
humour that seems to be the stock- 
in-trade of American comedies 
about friendship and male bonding. 

So, while there are some bodily 
fluids, they remain safely off 
camera, and the two gay characters 
aren't simply targets for a barrage of 
homophobia. 

Groom-to-be Fionnan (Hugh 


O'Conor) is a self-confessed 
metrosexual, who would rather 
attend a hen party with his beautiful 
fiancee Ruth (Amy Huberman) than 
suffer the horrors of a stag do. 

He is heavily involved in 
preparations for the big day and 
lovingly constructs a miniature 
representation of his dream 
reception room. 

"Very few grooms make doll's 
houses," observes the wedding 
planner tartly. 

"It's a diorama," he protests. 

At the behest of his bride-to-be, 
Fionnan allows best man Davin 
(Andrew Scott) to organise a lads- 
only weekend. 

They settle on a rugged camping 
expedition with good mate Simon 
(Brian Gleeson) and long-term 
couple Big Kevin (Andrew Bennett) 
and Little Kevin (Michael Legge). 

Ruth is keen for Fionnan to bond 
with her fearsome older brother, 
nicknamed The Machine (Peter 
McDonald), and assumes her 
sibling will be invited on this 
outdoors retreat. 

Davin conveniently forgets to tell 
The Machine, but the bullish 
brother-in-law is tipped off and he 
gatecrashes the stag party. 

Fragile bonds of friendship are 
tested to the limit as Fionnan and 
co withstand a barrage of insults 
from The Machine, trekking from 
disaster to despair via a near-death 
experience with a gun-toting farmer. 

At 94 minutes, The Stag doesn't 
outstay its welcome but saying a 
resounding "I do" to Butler's uneven 
film is tricky.
